Wanted: U.S. Military Acade- 
my Applications 

Each year, it is my pleasure to 
accept applications and recommend 
appointments to the four United 
States military academies. As we 
begin a new school year, eligible 
young men and women interested 
in attending one of the academies 
should read this carefully. 

The U.S. military academies 
desire a geographical distribution 
of cadets and midshipmen. This is 
achieved through the congressional 
nomination and appointment 
process, which assigns a certain 
number of vacancies at each acade 
my to every congressional district 
For instance, the Second Congres- 
sional District of Alabama may 
have up to five people at each 
adademy at the same time. Each 
year, | go through the nomination 
process to select candidates for any

Alabama, Those who live outside 
the Second District should contact 
their own congressman. Candidates 
are also eligible to apply to their 
two U.S. Senators for a nomination 
and must follow their particular 
guidelines for application. Those 
who have a parent who is active 
military are also eligible to apply to 
the President’s and Vice President's 
office for a nomination. 

When I receive a candidate’s let- 
ter, | respond with application 
materials describing my office’s 
guidelines, as well as information 
cards to be filled out and returned 
to each desired academy. From 
then until my deadline of Novem- 
ber 30th, the young person must 
submit all required information, i.e. 
grades, letters of recommendation, 
test scores and a biography. Simul 
taneously, they must also send each 
academy its own required applica- 
tion materials, 

In December, after my files are 
closed, I review the applications 
and select the candidates | will 
nominate. I consider grades, school 
activities, physical aptitude, and 
ACT & SAT scores in making my 
selections. I then submit a slate of 
len nominees per vacancy at each 
academy. It is important to note 
that the nomination is only the first 
Step towards entrance to an acade- 
my. Once a candidate is nominated, 
his or her name is then submitted to 
an academy for consideration for 
an appointment. Only after a candi- 
date receives an appointment from 
an academy does he or she become 
part of the entering class. 


The process of applying to the 


military academies begins in high 
school, in the spring of the junior 
year or the fall of the senior year. 
At that time, students may contact 
iny congressional office, express 
ing interest in The United States 
Military Academy at West Point, 
The United States Naval Academy 
al Annapolis, the Air Force Acade 
my at Colorado Springs, or the 
Merchant Marine Academy at 
Kings Point, N.Y. Often, many 
young people have not made a final 
choice among academies, so they 
apply simultaneously to all four. 
(The Coast Guard Academy does 
not fall under these guidelines, so 
candidates apply directly to that 
academy.)

BRANTLEY BULLDOGS - The Bulldogs have been one of the 
state's top [A teams for many years and don’t really care who is in their 
region. However, this year the Bulldogs region will include both Florala 
and G.W. Long, two teams that Brantley met in the playoffs last season, 
and you know both of those teams have the games against the Bulldogs 
circled. Brantley should survive without many problems in its region and 
has to be a prohibitive favorite, but it could be more interesting than many 
think 

*** NEW BROCKTON - The Gamecocks won their area the past two 
years without any problems, but that certainly will not be the case this sea- 
son under the new region set-up. There are a total of eight teams in Region 
2 along with New Brockton, and these region opponents include Cotton- 
wood, Geneva County, Houston County and Wicksburg.

Practice food 
Safety all 
the time

Practice food safety rules all the 
time especially during warm 
months. 

Now is the most dangerous time 
of the year—the season when most 
cases of food-borne illness occur. 
So take precautions to keep food 
safe. 

According to a recent study, the 
number of food-borne illnesses is 
highest in July, The study was 
reported by a group of state and 
local health departments and feder- 
al agencies called FoodNet. In the 
three years for which there is com- 
plete data, 1996, 1997, and 1998 
the pattern is very consistent. 

The agencies counted confirmed 
cases of seven pathogenic bacte- 
ria—Campylobacter, E. Coli 
O157:H7, Listeria, Salmonella, 
Shigella\ Vibrio, and Yersinia. 

In each year of the report the 
pattern is the same. There are 
incidences of confirmed cases of 
food-borne illness throughout the 
year; however, the number of cases 
peaks during the summer, 

There are many reasons for the 
increase in food-borne illness dur- 
ing the summer. Bacteria in the 
environment grow faster in the 
summer months when the weather 
is often hot and humid. Second 
there are the “people” causes for 
the upswing in summertime food- 
borne illnesses. More people are 
cooking outside at picnics, barbe- 
cues, and on camping trips. The 
food-safety features that a kitchen 
provides—thermostat-controlled 
cooking, refrigeration, and wash- 
ing facilities are not always avail- 
able. Cooks handling food must 
follow the safe food-handling ree- 
ommendations. 

Wash hands and surfaces often. 
Unwashed hands may carry 
microorganisms that cause food- 
borne illness. Take along soap and 
wash your hands before preparing 
the meal, after handling raw meat 
and poultry, and after using the 
restroom. Take along a clean cloth 
for cleaning food contact surfaces. 
Don’t cross-contaminate, When > + 
packing the cooler chest for an out- 
ing, Wrap raw meats securely so 
that raw meat juices will not come 
in contact with ready-to-eat and 
previously cooked foods; wash 
plates, utensils, and cutting boards 
that held the raw meat or poultry 
before using them again for cooked 
food, Cook to proper temperatures. 
Use a thermometer to check that 
the food has reached the correct 
temperature. Ground meat must 
reach an internal temperature of 
160 F; chicken breast 170 F, and 
whole chicken, 180 F. Steak and 
fish should be grilled to an internal 
temperature of 145 F. Promptly 
refrigerate any foods that need to 
be kept cold. Food left out of 
refrigeration for more than two 
hours may not be safe to eat. If 
you are eating outside on a hot day 
when the outdoor temperatures 
reach 90 F or above, food should 
not be left out of refrigeration 
longer than one hour. 

Make your summer outing a 
pleasant one by following these 
food safety rules.

Surely, the Coffee County Com 
missioners didn't have record set 
ting on their mind Monday morn 
ing, but if they didn’t set a record 
for the shortest meeting, they came 
awful close.

The cases were heard Monday 
morning by District Judge William 
G, Hightower, He was appointed 
to hear the cases after District 
Judge Steve Blair had recused 
himself, 

According to Byrd’s attorney 
Paul Young, the case will be 
appealed to the Circuit Court 
where he will ask for a jury trial. 


Byrd was arrested by a Coffee 
County Deputy Sheriff on March | 
and charged with DUI and reck- 
less driving. She had been 
observed by the deputy driving 
erratically on U.S. Hwy. 84 in and 
near New Brockton, The deputy 
stopped Byrd and after she failed a 
field sobriety test administered by 
an Alabama State Trooper, she was 
arrested, 

In the March 14th meeting of 
the Coffee County Commission, 
Ms. Byrd was terminated. She had 
failed to pass drug tests adminis- 
tered by both her employer (the 
county) and law enforcement. 
Marijuana was among the drugs 
Ms. Byrd tested positive for in 
both tests. The case had previously 
been scheduled for trial on July 
19th, July 31st, and Aug. 14th.

Tindell explained that “extra” fed- 
eral aid funds had just recently 
been received, and they were used 
to fund the 312 and 460 project. 
This freed up the originally budget- 
ed FY 2001 funds to be used else- 
where. 

The commission approved all 
three of Tindell’s requests by pass 
ing resolutions to that effect, 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
made several requests in connec- 
tion with the start-up of the Ino 
Senior Citizens Center. He asked 
that the commission adyance 
$5,000 to the Ino Center for the 
purpose of purchasing several items 
needed to start operating - stove, 
refrigerator, etc. Stephens also 
asked that the county maintenance 
department be allowed to assist in 
any preparation work needed in that 
Start-up. 

The commission agreed to sign a 
lease agreement with the Ino Volun- 
teer Fire Department for the use of 
the recreation room located in the 
fire station to be used as the Senior 
Citizens Center - at no cost! Com- 
missioners also approved the use of 
an “abandoned” car in the highway 
department lot for the purpose of 
delivering meals to the home- 
bound. 

The commissioners also 
approved the hiring of Betty Ward 
as the manager of the Ino Center, 
Tentative plans call for the center to 
open October |, 

The next meeting of the commis- 
sion will be Monday, September | 1, 
at 9 a.m. in the Community Room 
located in the County Complex in 
New Brockton.

Elba man drowns in swimming pool 


An Elba man found floating in 
his swimming pool early Saturday 
afternoon was apparently a victim 
of drowning. 

Elba police and emergency med- 
ical personnel responded to an E- 
911 call received at police head- 
quarters reporting an unconscious 
man floating in an above-ground 
swimming pool. Coffee County 
EMS was dispatched at 1:19 p.m, 
to 871 Cedar Lane Drive and 
arrived shortly thereafter, 

Jimmie Lynn Hamilton Jr., age 
43, was found in an approximately 
4 ft. deep above-ground pool. 
Attempts to revive him on the 
scene were unsuccessful. He was 
immediately transported to Elba 
General Hospital where attempts to 
revive him there also failed. He 
was pronounced dead on arrival. 


According to reports, the victim’s 
wife arrived home shortly after | 
p.m, from a church group outing, 
and upon looking for her husband, 
she discovered him floating in the 
pool, She told authorities that when 
her attempts to get him out of the 
pool failed, she immediately dialed 
911. When help arrived, Hamilton 
was still in the pool but was near 
the side. 

Mr. Hamilton’s body was taken 
by the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences to the Dothan 
Lab where an autopsy was per- 
formed Monday morning. Prelimi- 
nary results of that autopsy 
revealed that Hamilton had drown.

More drug arrests made in

Two search warrants executed

151 were John Terrell Lewis 
Jr, and his wife, Tammy Smith 
Lewis, Each have been charged 
with illegal possession of a con- 
trolled substance, methampheta- 
mine, possession of marijuana 
second degree, and possession of 
drug paraphernalia, 

Catherine Marie Wilson was 
arrested at the AL Hwy. 51 location 
and charged with illegal possession 
of a controlled substance, metham 
phetamine, possession of marijuana 

second degree, and possession ot 
drug paraphernalia 
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The total of the bonds for each of 
three individuals was set at $6,500 

Assisting in the execution of the 
search warrants were: Coffee 
County Sheriff's Deputies, Pike 
County Sheriff's Deputies, Enter 
prise Police Narcotics Officers, 
12th Judicial Circuit Drug Task 
Force Officers and the Alabama 
Department of Forensic Sciences. 
The DEA (Drug Enforcement 
Agency) was notified and dis- 
patched a company from Birming- 
ham to handle the clean-up of haz 
ardous materials, 

Scientists from Forensic Sciences 
stated that they had collected evi- 
dence in four meth labs on Tuesday 
(Aug. 22), one in Opp, one in Troy 
and the two in Coffee County
